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SCHOOL  OF  SOCIAL  WORK 
COMPLETES  FIRST  YEAR 

By  WALTER  J.   McGUINN,  S.J. 

The  Boston  College  School  of 
Social  Work  will  open  its  second 
year  on  September  13,  1937.  Dur- 
ing the  coming  year  the  new 
School  will  be  running  with  its 
full  quota  of  SO  full-time  students. 
The  first  year  program  of  last 
year  will  be  followed  again  this 
year  by  the  entering  class.  The 
second  year  students  will  begin 
their  program  of  specialization, 
and  the  major  divisions  into  which 
the  groups  will  be  broken  down 
will  be  as  follows:  Child  Welfare, 
Correctional  Administration,  Pub- 
lic Service,  Medical  School  Work 
and  Community  Organization. 

The  prospect  for  the  coming,' 
year  is  a  very  promising  one,  for 
the  School  has  apparently  been 
accepted  by  the  entire  community, 
and  the  various  standardizing 
agencies  have  accorded  the  School 
considerable  recognition.  Only 
recently  the  American  Association 
of  Social  Workers  gave  its  ap- 
proval to  the  first  year  program 
and  rated  the  curriculum  as  ade- 
quate training  for  junior  mem- 
bership in  that  Association.  The 
School  wall  be  eligible  for  admis- 
sion to  the  American  Association 
of  Schools  of  Social  Work  in  May, 
1038. 

The  staff  of  the  School  Faculty 
has  been  increased,  and  a  number 
of  new  field  work  placements  have 
been  arranged.  Among  the  addi- 
tions to  the  faculty  are:  Miss 
Dorothy  Lally,  formerly  super- 
visor, Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, Schenectady,  New  York,  who 
will  teach  Public  Welfare  Prob 
lems  and  supervise  second  year 
students  in  the  Public  Service 
Division ;  Mr.  Patrick  J.  Moyni- 
han,  who  will  teach  Accountancy 
and  Public  Finance;  Mr.  Moyni- 
han  is  Director  of  the  Boston 
Public  Welfare  Department;  Miss 
Mary  DeSales  Louth,  who  will 
conduct  a  course  in  Mental  Test- 
ing; Miss  Louth  is  Chief  Psychol- 
ogist in  the  Providence  School 
System;  Mr.  Edward  J.  Rhatigan, 
Assistant  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Albany, 
New  York,  will  teach  the  course 
in  the  History  of  Social  Work  and 
in  Public  Administration;  Dr. 
George  Fitzgibbon  of  the  Depart- 


ment of  Sociology,  Boston  Col- 
lege Graduate  School,  will  conduct 
a  course  in  Social  Problems  and 
Social  Policies. 

The  School  quarters  at  126 
Newbury  Street  have  been  con- 
siderably enlarged  so  that  the  en- 
tire social  work  unit  is  now  lo- 
cated on  the  third  floor  of  the 
building. 


NUMEROUS  ADDITIONS  TO 
.    COLLEGE  FACULTY 

The  opening  of  classes  of  this, 
the  seventy-fourth  academic  year 
in  the  history  of  the  College,  finds 
numerous  changes  in  the  faculties 
of  all  departments.  Many  of  last 
year's  teaching  staff  have  departed 
to  continue  their  studies  or  to 
teach  in  other  institutions. 

This  year  the  Jesuit  community 
at  St.  Mary's  Hall  has  expanded 
to  the  unprecedented  number  of 
93  men.  Of  this  number,  67  are 
priests,  19  are  scholastics  and 
seven  are  brothers.  By  way  of 
replacement  and  addition  to  the 
present  faculty  there  are  26  new 
assignments  to  the  staffs  of  the 
various  departments.  Eleven  of 
this  number  are  fathers  and  15 
are  scholastics. 

These  figures  are  particularly 
significant  when  it  is  recalled  that 
less  than  25  years  ago  when  Bos- 
ton College  first  came  out  here  to 
the  Heights,  there  were  between 
20  and  25  men  on  the  faculty. 

Among  the  ordained  men  it  has 
been  announced  that  Rev.  John 
Bonn,  S.J.,  returns  as  Professor  of 
English  to  Freshmen,  Junior, 
Senior  and  the  Graduate  School. 
Father  Bonn  taught  at  the  Col- 
lege as  a  scholastic. 

Father  Edward  G.  Callahan, 
S.  J.,  has  been  assigned  to  teach 
Greek  in  the  Freshmen  and  Soph- 
omore classes.  Rev.  Anthony  G. 
Carroll,  S.J.,  will  lecture  in  Chem- 
istry to  the  Junior  and  Senior 
classes.  Rev.  Alexander  G.  Dun- 
can, S.J.,  comes  to  teach  Junior 
Philosophy  and  Evidences. 

As  Professor  of  Psychology  and 
Evidences  in  the  Senior  class, 
Rev.  Edward  J.  Keating,  S.J.,  has 
been  appointed.  Also  to  the  Senior 
class  comes  Rev.  John  J.  Murphy, 
S.J.,  who  will  teach  Ethics  and 
Evidences.     Father   Murphy   will 
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also  teach  Sociology  at  the  Junior 
College. 

To  supplement  the  rapidly 
growing  staff  of  the  French  De- 
partment, Rev.  Joseph  T.  Murphy, 
S.J.,  was  appointed  to  lecture  on 
trench  Literature.  Father  Mur- 
phy, formerly  on  the  faculty  at 
Holy  Cross,  will  also  teach  Eng- 
lish in  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  the  Extension  School. 

Returning  to  the  field  of  Greek 
Literature  and  Composition,  Rev. 
Leo  A.  O'Connor,  S.J.,  who  taught 
at  the  College  as  a  scholastic  from 
1927  to  1929,  will  again  teach  the 
Sophomore  class.  Also  coming 
back  to  the  College,  with  which  he 
was  associated  as  a  scholastic,  is 
Rev.  Richard  Rooney,  S.J.,  who 
will  head  the  Department  of  Re- 
ligion. He  will  act  as  Student 
Counsellor  for  the  undergradu- 
ates and  teach  English  at  the  Ex- 
tension School. 

Father  Dennis  T.  Tobin,  S.J., 
is  appointed  to  teach  Latin  and 
English  in  the  Sophomore  class,  as 
well  as  English  in  the  Junior  Col- 
lege. 

At  the  Extension  School,  126 
Newbury  Street,  Boston,  Rev.  Jo- 
seph R.'  Walsh,  S. J.,  '18,  becomes 
assistant  Dean.

At  the  convention  of  the  Amer- 
ican Institute  of  Architects  which 
was  held  in  June,  Charles  Donagh 
Maginnis,  of  the  flrm  of  Maginnis 
and  Walsh,  the  designers  of  the 
Boston  College  buildings,  was 
unanimously  elected  president. 

The  American  Institute  of  Ar- 
chitects is  a  national  organiza- 
tion.

The  National  Catholic  Alumni 
Federation  will  hold  its  annual 
convention  in  Boston  at  the  Hotel 
Statler  on  Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday,  October  28,  29  and  30, 
1937. 

As  Boston  College  is  the  only 
men's  Catholic  College  in  the  met- 
ropolitan area,  our  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation will  be  the  host  of  the 
convention.  The  local  commit- 
tee on  arrangements  is  made 
up  largely  of  Boston  College 
Alumni,  led  by  Frederick  A.  Mc- 
Dermott,  '27,  the  Regional  Direc- 
tor for  the  Federation  in  the  New 
England  district. 

The  original  purpose  of  the  Fed- 
eration, to  promote  and  develop 
more  efficient  alumni  associations 
at  Catholic  colleges,  will  be  the 
theme  of  the  Bound  Table  discus 
sions  at  the  forenoon  sessions. 

This  year,  in  connection  with 
the  Sesqui-centeimial  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Constitution,  the  cen- 
tral theme  of  the  public  addresses 
to  be  given  at  the  evening  sessions 
will  be  "The  Catholic  Church  and 
American  Democracy."  This  will 
be  developed  with  a  view  to  show- 
ing that  the  doctrine  of  the 
Church  on  man's  personality,  his 
spiritual  nature,  his  personal 
rights  and  the  view  of  the  Church 
on  civil  authority  in  human  so- 
ciety represent  the  only  body  of 
thought  that  offers  a  complete  and 
logical  defense  of  the  complex 
ideals  and  principles  that  are 
known   as   American   Democracy. 

A  further  aim  will  be  to  indi- 
cate the  present  threats  to  Amer- 
ican ideals,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  thereby  leading  Catholics 
and  non-Catholics  alike  to  a 
knowledge  and  conviction  that  liv- 
ing Catholic  doctrine  in  America 
today  is  the  defender  of  the  Amer- 
ican citizen  both  in  the  intellec- 
tual and  actual  order  and  is  the 
strongest  protector  against  Com- 
munism, Fascism  or  Totalitarian- 
ism in  any  form. 

This  theme  in  its  various  as- 
pects will  be  presented  by  speak- 
ers of  international  repute,  such 
as  Eev.  Wilfred  Parsons,  S.J., 
former  editor  of  America,  Dr. 
James  Brown  Scott  of  the  Carne- 
gie Endowment  for  International 


Peace,  and  Thomas  F.  Woodlock 
of  the  ''Wall  Street  Journal." 

The  convention  and  the  work 
of  the  Federation  has  been  given 
the  full  approval  of  His  Eminence 
Cardinal  O'Connell,  who  has  dele- 
gated Rt.  Rev.  Mgr.  Augustine  J. 
Hickey,  pastor  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Cambridge,  and  Bev.  Rich- 
ard  J.  Quinlan,  supervisor  of 
parochial  schools,  to  co-operate 
with  the  committees. 

Members  of  the  Boston  College 
Alumni  Association,  which  is  a 
constituent  unit  of  the  National 
Federation,  are  eligible  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Convention. 
They  are  invited  to  bring  their 
friends  and  to  attend  the  dinner 
on  Friday  Evening  at  the  Hotel 
Statler.  On  Saturday  Afternoon, 
the  convention  will  adjourn  to 
Fenway  Park  to  attend  the  inter- 
sectional  football  game  between 
Boston  College  and  North  Caro- 
lina State  University.

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LAW  SCHOOL  MOVED  TO 

NEW  ENGLAND  POWER  BUILDING 


The  rapid  growth  of  Boston 
College  Law  School  over  the  past 
eight  years  has  necessitated  its  re- 
moval to  new  and  larger  quarters. 
On  September  first  the  school 
moved  from  the  Lawyers  Build- 
ing, 11  Beacon  Street,  where  it 
was  housed  since  July,  1929,  to  the 
New  England  Power  Building,  Ml 
Stuart  Street.  Here  the  school 
will  occupy  practically  the  entife 
second  floor  where  provision  has 
been  made  for  four  large  class 
rooms,  library  and  stack  rooms, 
students'  assembly  room,  and  of- 
fices for  the  Dean,  Regent,  Regis- 
trar and  Faculty,  each  full  time 
member  of  the  faculty  having  a 
private  office. 

The  New  England  Power  Build- 
ing has  been  recently  described 
as  "Boston's  newest  and  ultra 
modern  structure."  The  rooms 
are  well  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  are  equipped  with  sound  proof 
ceilings.  Some  forty  windows  af- 
ford natural  light  for  day  opera- 
tions, while  a  system  of  indirect 
lighting  gives  excellent  results  in 
the  matter  of  evening  work.  The 
present  arrangements  should  pro- 
vide for  the  needs  of  the  law 
school  for  several  years. 

The  school  year  1937-1938  will 
begin  on  September  13  when  the 
evening  classes  assemble  for  the 
first  time.  The  day  school  will 
open  on  September  21. 

Since  the  close  of  the  school 
year  1936-1937  Boston  College 
Law  School  has  announced  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  new  dean  and  two 
additional  members  of  the  law 
faculty. 

Mr.  William  J.  O'Eeefe,  profes- 
sor of  law  in  Boston  College  Law 
School  since  its  organization  in 
1929,  and  Assistant  Dean  from 
1932  to  1936,  has  been  named 
Dean.  At  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment Mr.  O'Keefe  was  serving  as 
Supervisor  of  Educational  Re- 
search and  Statistics  and  Advisor 
in  Matters  of  School  Law,  Fi- 
nance and  Administration  in  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 
Prior  to  his  coming  to  Boston  Col- 
lege Law  School  in  1929,  he  served 
on  the  faculties  of  Fordham  Uni- 
versity and  the  Law  School  of  the 


Catholic  University.  Mr.  O'Keefe 
will  teach  the  subjects  of  Con- 
tracts and  Corporations  in  the 
Evening  Division. 

Judge  Cornelius  J.  Moynihan, 
Acting  Dean  during  the  year  1936- 
1937,  will  resume  his  classes  in 
Property,  Wills  and  Probate  and 
Partnerships  in  Day  and  Evening 
Divisions. 

Dr.  Neil  Ferguson,  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Sydney,  Aus- 
tralia, and  its  Law  School,  and 
of  Georgetown  University  Law 
School  has  been  appointed  a  full 
time  member  of  the  faculty  and 
will  teach  the  course  in  Torts  in 
both  Day  and  Evening  Divisions. 
Dr.  Ferguson  has  been  engaged 
during  the  past  year  in  graduate 
work  at  Harvard  Law  School. 

Mr.  Joseph  R.  Rooney,  a  gradu- 
ate of  Boston  College  and  Harvard 
Law  School  will  teach  the  course 
in  Insurance.  Mr.  Rooney  was  for- 
merly engaged  in  the  general  prac- 
tice of  law  in  Boston,  and  is  now 
of  counsel  for  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Corporation. 

In  keeping  with  its  policy  of 
expanding  courses  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  day,  Boston  College 
Law  School  has  added  four  sub- 
jects for  the  year  1937-1938. 

Administrative  Law  will  be 
given  by  Professor  John  D.  O'- 
Reilly, A.B.,  LL.B.,  LL.M.,  for- 
merly Acting  Dean  of  San  Fran- 
cisco Law  School. 

Labor  Law  and  Taxation  will  be 
given  by  Doctor  William  J.  Wal- 
lace. 

Tax  Accounting  will  be  given  by 
Professor  Leo  T.  Foster,  formerly 
with  the  Federal  Income  Tax  Bu- 
reau. Mr.  Foster  has  lectured  ex- 
tensively on  the  subjects  of  Ac- 
counting and  Taxation.  The 
courses  in  Taxation  and  Tax  Ac- 
counting are  open  to  graduates  of 
Boston  College  Law  School.

We've  all  been  to  one  or  two 
swallow  soriees  in  our  time,  and 
we  are  all  more  or  less  aware  of 
the  existence  of  a  peculiar  animal 
which  finds  its  natural  habitat  in 
such  a  mesa  potage.  This  animal 
is  "the  life  of  the  party"  boy.  He 
has  a  ''You  said  it"  answer  for  a 
verb  that  floats  within  his  ken, 
and  a  repertoire  of  ''Smart  Stor- 
ies and  Funny  Sayings"  to  keep 
the  highball  rolling.  His  contri- 
bution to  an  evening,  while  it  may 
not  bore,  rarely  penetrates.  All 
this  we  know.  But  it  doesn't  ex- 
haust the  thesis. 

The  above  is  the  general  pic- 
ture of  what  we  all  consider  a 
type,  a  more  or  less  actual  person. 
What  we  rarely  realize  is  that  the 
picture  doesn't  present  a  type  so 
much  as  it  does  a  state  of  mind. 
And  it  is  this  state  of  mind  which 
can  be  seen  to  operate  in  far, 
fancy  and  formidable  places. 

To  suggest  that  a  big  politician 
(any  one)  is  a  "life  of  the  party" 
boy  seems  on  the  upbeat  to  be 
hilarious  material  in  itself.  But 
look  a  little  closer  and  grow  a  lit- 
tle older.  Year  after  year  the  pe- 
tite pates  produce  the  same  stock 
answers,  attacks  and  ambushes 
used  from  Time  "In  Memoriam." 
That  they  may  V.  P.  (or  Garner) 
votes.  They  kiss  babies  (once  in 
a  while  one  over  twenty-one  sneaks 
under  the  wire)  kick  opponents, 
and  carry  on  like  all  get  out. 
They  flood  your  postal  box  with 
pictures  and  promises.  Tried  and 
true  bromides,  guaranteed  to  fizz 
you  out  of  your  franchise.  They 
patch  up  old  chestnuts  with  plas- 
tic witticisms,  fire  them  at  one 
another  and  then,  while  the  peo- 
ple who  foot  the  bills  give  them  a 
hand  and  say  "Aint  they  the  ones 
though !"   bargain   privately. 

A  well  known  radio  company 
claims  its  product  can  catch  any- 
thing on  the  air.  Let  it  be  tuned 
in  on  the  next  election  in  Boston, 
and  if  it  can  catch  a  quota  of 
sincere  answers,  then  they  have 
something  there  alright,   alright. 


Why  Boston  ?  Well  then,  any 
city.  Get  around  a  bit  and  give 
your  cynicism  a  chance. 

As  I  write  this,  in  Montreal, 
the  radio  is  carrying  a  bit  of  thun- 
der from  some  office  seeker  who 
possibly  needs  the  job  he  is  pag- 
ing so  that  he  can  have  his  blood 
pressure  taken  down  enough 
points  to  permit  him  to  speak  in 
just  a  bellow.  Down  in  Norfolk, 
Va.,  not  a  month  ago,  while  for- 
tifying my  physique  against  the 
vagaries  of  a  summer  sky  in  the 
cool  of  a  pub,  I  listened  to  a 
Dixon  mason  who  was  running  for 
office.  At  the  time  I  heard  him 
on  the  radio  he  was  running  so 
strenuously  he  blew  the  foam  off 
of  a  fresh  beer.  Leaving  my  glass 
half  full,  if  you  will  permit  me 
an  aside.  I  remember  awakening 
a  Southerner,  who  was  standing 
alongside  of  me,  and  remarking, 
''We  get  the  same  helping  up 
No'th  only  our  vowels  and  conso- 
nants manage  a  mutual  respect." 
Since  they  don't  talk  very  fast 
down  there  I  imagine  he's  well  on 
into  the  middle  of  his  answer  by 
now.  Of  course,  that  was  only  a 
month  ago.  The  point  worthy  of 
comment  is  that  in  those  widely 
divergent  sectors  both  boys  might 
have  been  reading  the  same  speech. 
As  the  parlor  comic  will  release 
one  of  those  "Who  was  that  lady 
I  seen  ya  with's"  so  will  a  politi- 
cian, in  any  section,  wax  equally 
as  "corny"  with  his  "I  defy  my 
opponent  to  answer"  etc.,  etc., 
and  etc. 

In  other  words  what  I  am  try- 
ing to  say  is  that  the  "life  of  the 
party"  boys  are  characters  who 
absorb  their  technique  and  ammu- 
nition from  their  predecessors, 
adding  nothing,  but  groping  in  the 
same  formula.  They  don't  create, 
they  borrow.  And  they  get  awav 
with  it ! 

The  funny  man  at  the  party 
will  drag  into  the  conversation 
some  shopworm  quip  by  Avhich  his 
betters,  who  are  too  occupied  with 
the  business  of  living  to  recognize 
antiquity  on  the  wing,  will  be 
convulsed.  The  local  pol,  around 
election  time,  is  likewise  accus- 
tomed to  sharpen  his  axioms,  hew- 
ing to  the  party  line  and  crying 
to    his    constituents    in    familiar 
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phrases.  While  the  citizenry, 
Winded  by  the  fanfare  and  fol- 
deiol,  fails  to  see  the  man  for  the 
mannerisms. 

Xow  it  is  a  folly  amounting  to 
collusion  to  think  that  the  jester 
tells  stories,  or  that  the  politician 
makes  speeches  for  their  own 
amazement.  The  comic  at  the 
clambake  may  be  shelling  out 
those  sad  ones  simply  to  promote 
good  will  for  whatever  business  he 
may  be  in.  The  politician  re- 
stages  those  "Open  Letters,"  "I 
charges"  and  "Clean  Campaign- 
ers" to  create  a  market  for  him- 
self at  a  vote  a  share. 

You  can't  blame  either,  but  you 
can  blame  yourself  if  you're  con- 
tent to  go  on  year  after  year  fall- 
ing for  the  same  old  bombast  and 
back  slapping.  I  don't  know  who 
invented  the  phrase  "Good  Time 
Charlies,"  and  to  be  undignified 
on  all  fours,  I  think  it  smells ;  but 
disorderly  and  odorous  as  it  may 
be  it  is  the  middle  name  of  many 
a  politician.  They  are  stock 
thinkers  and  stock  talkers.  They 
all  say  the  same  thing  in  the  same 
way  at  the  same  time  about  the 
same  things. 

When  the  campaign  is  well  un- 
der way  and  the  boys  start  to  bat 
out  a  few  bass  hits  via  wireless, 
ask  yourself  the  one  question  in 
the  world  with  the  easiest  answer, 
"Where  have  I  heard  all  this  be- 
fore?" 

It  isn't  life  that's  the  game — 
it  seems  that  we  are  in,  and  the 
open  season  is  now  upon  us!

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BOOK    REVIEWS

COMPLETED    FRAGMENTS, 

by  Joseph  E.  N.  Maxwell,  S.J.* 
(Manthorne  and  Bnrack,  Inc., 
Boston,  1936.    $1.50). 

"This  volume,"  says  the  author 
in  a  foreword,  "represents  an  at- 
tempt to  spin  out  to  full  lengths 
the  lines  and  half-lines,  the  mere 
shreds  of  thought  that  are  prac- 
tically all  we  know  of  the  poetry 
of  Sappho.''  The  result  is  a  slim 
sheaf  of  quiet,  well-turned  verses, 
spare  of  ornament  and  tricks.  The 
Grecian  spirit  is  well-preserved, 
save  for  one  or  two  instances,  as 
in  the  36th  Lyric,  suggested  by 
Sappho's  lines,  "Death  is  an  ill; 
so  at  least  the  gods  think,  else 
they  themselves  had  perished  long- 
ago."  Here  the  priest  forces  the 
poet  to  contradict  his  muse,  and 
insist  that  death  is  not  an  ill. 

Such  rare  lapses,  however,  are 
well  atoned  for  by  a  general  ex- 
cellence verging  at  times  on 
genius,  as  in  the  following  well- 
conceived  cadences : 
All  that  the  lightsome  dawn  has 

sent  off  roaming 
Hesperus    gathers    home.      With 

yoked  neck  sagging 
Home    turns    the    work-worn    ox, 

the  plough-share  dragging 
In  the  faint  gloaming. 


THE  HAPPY  ASCETIC, 
Adolph  Petit  of  the  Society  of 
Jesus,  bv  Joseph  R.  N.  Maxwell, 
S.J.*  (Benziger  Bros.   $1.75  net). 

This  life  of  Father  Adolph  Petit. 
S.J.,  deals  another  well-deserved 
blow  to  the  popular  notion  that 
sanctity  must  be  associated  with 
wondrous  portents.  A  Belgian 
priest  whose  life  was  ordinary  to 
the  point  of  the  extraordinary, 
Father  Petit,  as  confessor  and  re- 
treat director,  attracted  thous- 
ands. No  dramatic  incidents  il- 
lustrated his  genius;  that  lay  in 
personal  magnetism  which  the 
printed  word  is  powerless  to  con- 
vey adequately.  Even  Father 
Maxwell's  talented  pen  can  only 
suggest  it.  In  doing  that,  Father 
Maxwell  has  overcome  the  handi- 
cap of  his  own  wholly  understand- 
able lack  of  detachment — a  qual- 
ity especially  becoming  but  rar^ 
in  the  hagiographer.      One    may 


question  a  holy  man's  taste  with- 
out iu  the  least  impugning  hip 
sanctity;  and  whatever  Father 
Pet  it's  moral  merits  may  hav«- 
been,  his  utterances  were  often 
banal. 

Thus,  as  retreat  director,  he  is 
reported  to  have  turned  at  times 
towards  the  tabernacle,  ''calling 
upon  Our  Lord  to  bear  witness  to 
what  he  said,  with  the  words. 
"Isn't  that  so,  dear  Jesus?"  Doubt- 
less, when  supported  by  the  charm 
of  Father  Petit's  personal  pres- 
ence, such  a  gesture  was  com- 
pletely convincing.  In  cold  print. 
this  reviewer  finds  it  strained  and 
over-sweet,  and  would  prefer  that 
such  incidents  be  omitted  or  re- 
marked as  holy  idiosyncrasies.

SAINT  BERNARD  ON  THE 
LOVE  OF  GOD,  translated  from 
the  Latin  bv  Terence  L.  Connolly, 
S.J.,  Ph.D.**  (London,  Burns  Gates 
and  Washbourne,  Ltd.,  1937;  7s, 
6d.  Published  in  America  by  the 
Spiritual  Book  Associates,  New 
York). 

The  erudition  which  made  Fa- 
ther Connolly's  edition  of  Francis 
Thompson  the  first  complete  in- 
terpretation of  that  difficult  poet's 
entire  work  distinguishes  these 
annotated  translations  of  St.  Ber- 
nard's sermons  on  the  love  of  God 
and  fragments  of  his  sermons  on 
the  Canticle  of  Canticles.  Al- 
though admittedly  intended  to  be 
"faithful  rather  than  .  .  .  elegant," 
the  translation,  save  for  some  too- 


closely  rendered  passages  in  the 
sermon  on  the  love  of  God,  is  easy 
reading;  and  the  translation  of 
the  selected  passages  from  the 
sermons  on  the  Canticle  dims  noti. 
ing  of  St.  Bernard's  eloquence. 

The  book  should  not  only  fulfil 
its  original  purpose  in  proving 
helpful  to  students  of  Coventry 
Patmore's  and  other  mystical 
poetry,  it  will  also,  provide  an  anti- 
dote for  much  of  the  namby-pamby 
devotional  literature  of  today. 
There  is  little  religious  writing 
today  that  fuses  exalted  thought 
and  feeling  and  yet  remains  as 
thoroughly  balanced  as  these  pages 
of  St.  Bernard.  They  breathe  of 
that  era  of  faith  when  deep  re- 
ligious feeling  and  thinking  were 
wedded,  each  gathering  support 
from  the  other,  where  now  both 
are  weakened  by  divorce.

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GRIDIRON  HOPEFULS  PREPARE  FOR  "SUICIDE  SCHEDULE'

Setting  the  pace  in  style  as  well 
as  leading  the  New  England  col- 
leges onto  the  gridiron  for  1937, 
Gil  Dobie,  the  nouveau  Newtonite, 
bedecked  in  a  "Bring  'em  back 
alive''  chapeau,  or  if  you  wish,  a 
pith  helmet,  greeted  sixty  well- 
conditioned  and  sturdy  Eagles  on 
the  first  day  of  September  and  be- 
gan a  football  trek  that  should 
lead  to  nation-wide  honors  before 
the  journey's  end  in  November. 

Heralded  far  and  wide  as  hav- 
ing the  best  material  at  the 
Heights  since  1928,  when  Joe  Mc- 
Kenney,  in  his  first  year  as  head 
coach,  led  the  B.  C.  boys  to  an  un- 
beaten slate  that  included  that  all 
important  early-season  victory 
over  Navy,  Dobie  got  down  to  a 
typical  opening,  dispensing  with 
the  usual  preliminaries.  The  lean 
sage  from  Cayuga  sent  the  Eagles 
right  to  work,  lining  up  five 
complete  teams  and  put  them 
through  formations  that  featured 
a  passing  attack.  This  leads  one 
to  go  out  on  the  limb  and  predict 
that  the  Dobienien  will  use  this 
means  of  operation  in  the  coming 
campaign. 

True,  there  are  no  Westons,  Mc- 
Guirks,  Creedons  or  Smiths  on  the 
squad,  but  nine  out  of  the  eleven 
starters  against  H.  C.  in  the  snow 
bowl  classic,  plus  better  than  aver- 
age subs  of  that  super  conditioned 
1936  squad  are  returning. 

Then,  too,  a  freshman  lineup  of 
.a  year  ago,  boys  who  are  sure  to 
play  a  prominent  role  in  the  com- 
ing campaign,  are  on  hand  to  lend 
a  more  than  helping  hand. 

The  reticent  Gil  is  not  making 
any  predictions  about  the  pros- 
pects for  the  coming  season.  If 
you  recall,  the  arch  pessimist, 
talking  before  nearly  1000  B.  C. 
men  and  their  friends  at  that 
swelegant  varsity  club  dinner  last 
winter,  was  emphatic  in  his  care- 
fully chosen  response  saying  that 
B.  C.  faced  a  "suicide  schedule," 
and  that  there  wasn't  a  single  set- 
up in  the  entire  list.  That  was  his 
story  back  in  January.  And  he 
still  sticks  to  it.  Northeastern, 
Kansas  State,  Temple,  Detroit, 
North  Carolina  State,  Kentucky, 
Boston  University  and  Holy  Cross 


present  one  of  the  hardest  lineups 
ever  faced  by  a  B.  C.  mentor.

But  the  elongated  weeper  has 
been  iu  tight  spots  before.  Didn't 
his  first  club  at  B.  C.  rally  after 
two  early  Crusader  touchdowns 
last  November  to  march  along  to 
victory  and  reach  new  Heights? 
Didn't  Gil  himself,  all  but  counted 
out  after  his  unfortunate  accident 
last  December,  courageously  say 
to  the  doctors  on  being  rushed  to 
the  hospital,  "Never  mind  me, 
take  a  look  at  the  young  fellow," 
(meaning  Murdoch)  ?  That  was 
the  Dobie  speaking  that  the  public 
never  met. 

Getting  back  to  the  current  cam- 
paign, one  can  perceive  a  twinkle 
in  the  tall  tactician's  eyes  these 
days.  In  spite  of  his  sad  front, 
the  Newton  cornstalk  feels  he 
really  has  something. 

The  pre-season  buildup,  the 
most  extensive  seen  in  the  East 
for  a  score  of  years,  may  prove  a 
handicap  to  the  Eagles.  Then 
again,  it  might  be  just  the  neces- 
sary spark  to  life  the  team  to 
new  Heights. 

Some  of  the  nation's  foremost 
football  experts,  including  Grant- 
land  Bice,  George  Trevor,  Arthur 
Sampson,  and  Jerry  Nason,  have 
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admitted    "the    Eagles    may    fiy 
high." 

Eice,  way  back  in  the  early 
summer,  picked  Pitt  and  B.  C.  as 
the  teams  most  likely  to  be  un- 
beaten in  the  East.  George  Tre- 
vor, in  the  New  York  Sun,  says: 
"This  fall  ponderous  Pitt,  Kerr- 
coached  Colgate  and  bustling 
Boston  College  rate  the  rave." 

Sampson,  in  his  colorful  pre- 
season articles,  commented  that 
Dobie  gave  his  1936  team  the  type 
of  plays  he  figured  the  boys  could 
handle.  There  was  power  and  en- 
thusiasm there,  he  wrote,  but  a 
limited  amount  of  natural  ability. 
Therefore  his  system  was  effective 
but  colorless.  But  Dobie  can  de- 
velop a  dazzling  passing  attack. 
If  a  good  passer  is  found  this  year, 
B.  C.  should  go  to  town.  A  real 
triple  threat  back  will  make  the 
Eagles  a  power,  he  concluded. 

Nason,  young  in  years,  but  al- 
ready rated  high  among  the  pig- 
skin authorities,  thinks  highly  of 
the  sophomore  material  coming 
Dobie's  way.  He  figures  that 
Ananis,  Cignetti  and  the  rest 
should  just  about  make  the  Eagles 
one  of  the  better  teams  of  the 
East. 

These  highly  trained  writers, 
skilled  over  the  run  of  years,  are 
looking  for  great  things  from 
B.  C.  Added  to  this  promising 
outlook,  a  nationally-known  grid 
magazine  has  selected  Captain  Di 
Natale,  Janusas,  Gintoff  and 
Horsfal  as  all-America  prospects. 

Dobie's  new  assistants,  Nat 
Kossack  from  Cornell,  Ted  Dailey 
from  Pitt,  plus  Ted  Galligan,  Os- 
coe Gilman,  and  Andy  Dominick, 
are  a  quintet  of  well-versed  men- 
tors. 

Brothers,  taking  it  all  in  all,  it 
looks  as  though  we've  got  some- 
thing there  this  trip.  Do  your 
part  and  get  behind  the  boys.
